RUSSIA LIKENED TO 


MEXICO BY DIPLOMAT 


[BV INTSaNATIOXAL NEWS.] 
Paris, -Dec. 3.—"If -America would 
understand that Russia is no more fit 
for self-government than Mexico and 
that the onen now directing its des- 
tinies are not as well versed in state- 
craft as the men composing the Car- 
ranza government, they would realize 
the immensity of the task of whipping 
Russia into a governmental unit that 
will be helpful to the allies." 
A French diplomat, who had been 
attached to the French embassy in 
Petrograd and 'had recently returned 
to Paris, was describing to a small 
jjroup of Americans conditions as they 
existed in -Russia. 


"You 
should remember," he con- 
tinued, "that the Russian is more ori- 
ental than European. Government to 
him is a matter of personality rather 
than principle. You all know Mexico, 
and I was with our legation an Mexico 
City for two years. The Mexican peon 
_s aa Villista", a Carranzist, a Zapatis- 
ta, always a follower of some man. He 
is never fighting for anything politi- 
cally concrete, but follows, his leader 
to which ever side he may drift. 
"The Russian moujik is a counter- 
part to the Mexican peon, politically. 
He has for centuries looked upon the 
czar as the "little father," a tangible 
personality whpm he more or less 
defied, rather than the mere head .of 
a 'form of government.'

"Today personalities still continue 
to dominate the country. 
"It is necessary that America get'a 
true perspective of Russia because she 
is the only country that can helc her. 
The Russian peasant at heart has a 
distrust for England, a dislike border- 
Ing on hatred for Japan, and at pres- 
ent, I Tielieve a certain undefined hes- 
itancy*in re?ard to France. America 
he considers the cradle of democracy 
and feels that the United States is a 
sincere friend, eager and anxious to 
help him. 
"Accordingly, it is only America 
that can bring Russia to a realization 
of the :part it should yet play in the 
war against .Germany. Today there 
is no denying the fact that the coun- 
try lias not its heart in the struggle 
and is at a loss to know just exactly 
why it is- fighting. The European, bel- 
ligerents may well be suspected by 
her of.havlnsr selfish and ulterior aims. 
America stands above suspicion.

Ludendorf, • right hand man of Field 
Marshal Von Hindenburg, is quoted by 
a Vienna correspondent as making 
the prediction"- at German headquar- 
ters that the war will mot end In a- 
draw but will be decided in favor of 
the Central powers. The Vienna dis- 
patch says, this expression was ob- 
tained in conversations with him dur- 
ing a visit to headquarters, where he 
also talked to Von Hindenburg. It ap- 
pears that the Russians are the first 
to be inclined for peace, Von Luden- 
dorf says.

"It appears the Russians are the 
first to be inclined for peace," Genera] 
Von Ludendorff said. "I .will not say 
I regard the Bolshevik! manifestation 
as a peace offer," he continued. "There 
must be a secure government for this 
purpose, one which possesses power 
to enforce internally 
and externally 
the result of the negotiations with us. 
Of course we can conclude an armi- 
stice with Russia at any time as soon 
as we have the assurance it will be 
maintained. A general armistice, how- 
ever will be difficult to achieve. 
General Von Ludendorff expressed 
belief that a general armistice would 
interrupt submarine activity and.al- 
low the entente to improve its position 
while on the other hand no supplies 
would reach the central powers. There- 
fore he thought such an 
armistice 
should be a brief one as otherwise the 
military situation would suffer.

FOR ALIENS IN ARMY

Washington, ,Dec. ,3.—Uncle Sam 
today set in motion another great 
"win-the-war" money 
campaign 
to 
"catch the nation's vagabond 25-cent 
pieces. It was the formal launcMni? 
of the new $2,000,000,000 war savings 
certificates plan. 
If you have a quarter you don't know 
what to do with today—Tor any day 
during the next year—drop into a post- 
office, or your bank, or even some de- 
partment store or railroad station In 
your town, and buy a "thrift stamp." 
Take It home as a nest egg, and 
"watch it grow." 
When you get six- 
teen of them, go back to the postofflce 
and cash them in for a "war savings 
certificate stamp." 
/Then you have 
'something which cost you $4.12: and 
which you can cash in five years hence 
—when your money has helped whip 
the Boche—for exactly ?5.. 
To help you save the thrift stamps, 
the postoffice will furnish you free 
with a "thrift card" bearing sixteen 
alluring spaces for the 26 cent stamps. 
If you want to buy a war savings 
certificate stamp outright, it will cost 
you $4.12 during December and Janu- 
ary, with a penny a. month added un- 
til the close of the offer at the end 
of 1918. 
"With the war savings 
certificate 
stamp you will be given another en- 
ticing card wth twenty blanks.' This 
when filled n gives a full-fledged war 
savings certificate, the total cost of 
which is 482.40 (with a penny a month 
per 'stamp added after January. 1918), 
and which is redeemable on January 
1, 1923. for a full $100. 
What makes this plan of lending 
your money to the government even 
more attractive is the loophole offered 
of getting rid of the stamps or certifi- 
cates—at a profit—if you get in a 
pinch for money. At any time, on ten 
days written notice, they will 
be 
taken In, and 3 per cent additional 
P To emphasize it's the small cash 
that's wanted, the government will re- 
fuse to issue more than $100 worth of 
stamps at any one time, or allow any 
one nerson to hold more than $1,000 
worth..

head wires are in large numbers. One 
of the principal features studied was 
the condition of the roadbed as af- 
fected by the presence or absence of 
shade trees.
